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#7) A marldrtg tape has a carrier 
formed by a layer 1 of plastics material 
a n d a fabric layer 2. An adhesrve layer 3 
permits the tape to be attached to an 
animal, after removal of a protective- 
layer 4 which pro tect s the ecfriearvs 
prior ta use.

The tape may be ealf^asive (possibly after 
removal of a release paper). It will generally still be 
desiraWfl to apply a quick-setting adhesive to the 
animal before the tape is applied, to ensure reHeMe 
30fi*mg, . m . 

An embttfmant of the invention waT now be 
described, In detail byway of example, wfth refer- 
encd to the occoftipeny'ne drawing, in whit* the 
sole Rgure shows the various layers of an adhesive

CLAIMS 

1. A tape comprising a carrier having an attach- 
& ment side and a removable facing layer secured to 
the opposite surface, wherein the securing of the 
racing layer to the carrter is such thai the facing layer 
1b removable from the carrier by frictions! contact of 
an object with the facing layer. 

Atapeacconiingtociaiml^whereintha 
carrier and the facing layer are tfrfferent colours, 

3. Atapoaccorxlingtodaimlordaim^whsreiri 
the carrier comprises a layer of plastics material and 
a layer of fabric material, the feeing layer being

having an adhesive layer at the attachment side.

tion layer removably attach ad to the adhesive layer. 
100 6l Atapa according to any preceding claim 
wherein thefedng layer comprises or is derived 
from a {natural or synthetic) rubber latex. 

7. An adhesive tape substantially as herein de- 
scribed with reference to and as illustrated in the 

105 accompanying drawing. 

8. A method of marking an animal (»mpruarig 
attaching a tape according to any one of the 
preceding claims to the animal at the attachment 
side of me tape.
